A car load of sweet clover peed has
been shipped this week from Ontario
to the Albert Dickinson 8eed Com-
pany, at Chicago, the seeds being
shipped by Butler & Company. The
oar contained 37,420 pounds of the
soed. Hweet clover grows wild in
this section of the country. It Is not
the kind of clover which is planted
in lawns with blue grass, but it is a
rank growing eclover, standing, In
some Instances, six reet high, and
has until recently been considered a

" |nuisance, aud placed in the same class

with weeds.

It has been found, however, that
where it grows with al that the
stock will eat the clover the al-
falfa, Investigation was made, and
